Idaho Land Problems 

Idaho Land Commissioner John 'h. Wal- 
ters Is on the right track in proposing that 
the state make a determined eflqrt to re- 
gain mineral rights lost to the federal gov- 
emment years ago. And he's right in con- 
tending that Idaho should press Its demands 
lor land stlU owed the state to compensate 
lor so-called school sections that were In- 
cluded In national forests. 

Back In 1910. the federal Bovernmcnt 
etarted reserving mineral rights lor Itself 
on some 122,930 acres or land deeded to the 
state of Idaho as compensation for state 
lands which were located In national for- 
ests. Little filcmlflcance was attached to the 
mineral rights In those days, although It 
was known the lands In question were lo- 
cated In nn area that Included one of the 
world's largest deposits of phosphate. 

With several plants now processing the 
phosphate and more to foUow, the value of 
that 122,930 acres of land becomes a little 
moro obvious. 

This exchange of land was provided in 
the act that admitted Idaho to the Union. 
It specified Idaho got two sections of "land 
in each township as an endowment for per- 
petual use of the public schools. For each 
section located In a national forest, monu- 
ment or Indian reservation, the federal gov- 
ernment agreed to award compensating land 
to the state. 

Some 1,155.000 acres of land were lost to 
the state because the designated sections, 
6 and 30, In many townships fell in such 
federal holdings, Idaho first started efforts 
to obtain the compensating land way back 
In 1007 and It's still trying. This sort of thing 
Is typical of negotiations with the bureau- 
crats of the federal government. 

Yes, Land Commissioner Walters Is alwo- 
lutcly right In his stand, but It's not clear 
what sort of means Idaho could use to press 
Its demands. Normally, court action would 
be Indicated, but such suits would have to 
- be tflcdrln- federal-courts and probably-ln 
Washington, D. C. 

Besides the. expense, .there Is a question 
If Idaho would be able to achieve Its goal 
through legal action. Certainly Idaho offi- 
cials should be able to make enough noise 
to call all sorts of attention to the situa- 
tion that has existed for more than half 
a century. 

The federal government wouldn't go 
broke overnight If the lands In question 
were deeded to the-state of Idaho. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the federal government would 
still be the largest single landowner In Ida- 
ho by a wide margin. 



SPONTANEOUS DEMONSTRATIONS 

Russians stormed the U. 8. embassy In 
Moscow In another of those spontaneous 
demonstrations that was Just about as spon- 
taneous as a May day parade In Moscow. 
And even though evejTono Is wril aware 
that such demonstrations are as much a 
part of Russian policy as spying, the event 
has to be reported as news; ■ 

This raises the question of how many 
people believe Russian cltlzejis were so up- 
set over the Cuban situation that they ac- 
tually mobbed the U. S. embassy In protest. 
The Kremlin apparently has evidence that 
a good proportion of the world's population 
believes and Is Influenced by such demon- 
strations. Otherwise. It Is doubtful If the 
communists would go to all the trouble. 

Mob violence and demonstrations are as 
much a part of comumnlst strategy as the 
Russian army or a five-year plan. And there 
Is good Indication that the Russians achieve 
results through adroit use of mobs. 

Americans may recall the Communist-In- 
spired demonstrations of Americaji troops 
at the end of World war n. They played a 
large role In the quick demobilization of 
American forces while Russia used her army 
to good advantage In spreading the Russian 
sphere of Influence to neighboring countries 
and retaining a good share of the regions 
occupied by Russian troops at the end of 
the war. 

More recently, the United States vice 
president, Richard Nixon, was subjected to 
a shameful demonstration In South America 
as communists whipped up another "spon- 
taneous" demonstration. Another display 
took place recently In the United Nations 
during discussions on the African situation. 

There Is no doubt communist-organized 
demonstrations' have played a large pari in 
Russian plans all around the world. There 
must be some means of labeling the demon- 
strations as part of the communist con- 
spiracy, and labeling .them so effectively 
that the people of the world can sec them 
lor Just what they are.

Just after the Inousuratlon, 
Kennedy and Khruslicliev ex- 
changed mcssaea expressing the 
desire for a tresh start to Improve 
relAtlons.
